Some Kentucky Reminiscences. 
Disvatch to Louisville Courter-Journal, 

RUSSELLVILLE, Ky. April 9—Since 1865 the 
James boys and their confederates have bardly 
missed a year without paying a visit to this 
county. Eleven miles from this place, to the 
right of the pike leaumg south, is the residence 
of oid George Hite, the uncie of Frank and 
Jesse Jumes, his first wife being their father's 
sister. Here and hereabouts for the past sev- 
enteen years these royal robbers have planned 
their raids, divided their plunder, and rested 
secure from the droves of detectives who have 
always taken good care to get out of their way. 
Locked safely in old man Hite's breast are the 
secrets of the gang, and if he wouid divulge 
them it would be a terrible unbosom ing. 

The greatest of the old man’s mistakes was 
made at Adairvilie, in this county, two years 
ago, when be married the pertest and prettiest 
widow in this whole country. She was a Mrs. 


| Ped, nee Miss Norris. She was plump, too, and 


handsome, and the old man gave ber, if not his 
heart, the keys of the Hite humestead, and she 
took them, and she used them. Of medium 
nieht, she got aiong pleasantly under a bead 
covered a goodly quantity of nut-brown 
hair, and a face whose beauties were shadowed 
by a lively pair of pretty blue eyes. Her mouth 
was tempting, and the mellow vigor of ber form 
was in consonance With the picture, and it is not 
exaggerated. She was 
A FINE-LOOKING WOMAN, 

and she led tus old mau a dance that was rapid. 
She is credited by those in position to know with 
being the author of many of the James gang's 
woes. 

She hated Wood Hite, a member of the gang, 
recently killed in Missouri, and swore out the 
wargant upon whieb he was arrested in Novem- 
ber, 2881, and taken to Adairville, charged with 
the murder of the negro John Tabor. Reliable 
rumor in their neighborhood says she was in 
love with Jesse Jamies, and nis laison with her 
was thé cause of disaffection among the Hites, 
the Jaareses, and other mem bers of the band. 

As mentioned above, she swore out the war- 
rant against Wood Hite charging him with the 
murder at the nente Tabor. One story runs that 
this negto, Who was employed about the place 
for years, carried notes from Mrs. Hite toa 
young man ia the neighborhood, end Wood, dis- 
coverigg the fact, waylaid fim on the road near 
town and shot him dead.

Kong Pirates.

New Yor, April 10.—Shipping merchants ot 
this city ba vo recently heard many unpleasant 
stories concerning the solvency of Vogel Bros., 
of Hong Kong, prominent commission dealers 
with America, and a day or two ago there were 
discovered on a lately-arrived vessel evidences 
of afrnudulent cargo which seemed to prove 
that the dealings of the firm were designedly 
dishonest, and that they had lately engaged in 
an extensive swindie upon their American pat- 
rons. The steamer Robinson, owned by Snow 
& Burgess. and engaged in trafiic with Vogel 
Bros., left Hong Kong on Dec. 12 with 
& supposed large cargo of hemp consigned to 
New York and Boston merchants. After the 
vessel sailed Snow & Burgess received a circular 
Stating that the frm had dissolved partership, 
and that the business was being conducted by 
one of the brothers alone. Previously 

RUMORS OF SWINDLING 

on the part of the firm bad been current, and 
were verified by a number of singular transac- 
tions, all of which are not yet revealed by those 
who have suffered therefrom. One of these 
sWindies was in reference to freight payments. 
Customers bad been given notice in 
some in stances that their orders 
would come free of freieht charges. 
When the goods arrived it was discovered that 
the representations were false, and the freight 
charges were unpaid. The American dealers 
had to meet them out of their own pockets, and 
a notice of the dissolution of the firm in Hoong 
Kong, received soon afterward, aid not tend to 
allay the suspicions created by the swindling 

ings. Doubts as to the integrity of the 
firm were further confirmed when the steamer 
Richard Robinson reached this port afew days 
ago. The steamer was chartered to O. 
Vogel, of this city, one of the brothers, 
and the American representative of the firm. 
It should have contained in its cargo 7,500 bales 
of bemp. When the cargo was examined, how- 
ever, it was found that part of the purported 
bales was 

SIMPLY WORTHLESS MATTING. 
It appears, further, that, after shipping this 
fraudulent cargo, the Hong Kong merchants, 
who bad previously obtained letters of credit 
from American banking-houses in China, se- 
cured draits for the value of the supposed cargo 
of bemp, and then, itis alleged, fied. The dis- 
covery of the fraud in the cargo was made on 
Friday night by the Captain, who, it is 
claimed by Snow & Burgess, was deceived 
by the bills of lading, which appeared all right, 
and were certified without suspicion. Among 
the New York merchants interested in the cargo 
were Kecknagel & Co., of No. 45 Beaver street, 
who were at once given notice of the discovery, 
and now propose to take aggresive action The 
representative of the firm said today that it was 
hard to estimate what the exact loss of the firm 
would be. Theirorder in this particular case 
was for about 2,000 bales of hemp. which is val- 
ued at about $20 a bale. It was reported that

had suffered much loss by reason of similar 
swindies, but particularly in the shipment of 
silk of an inferior quality to that contracted to 
be furnished. One report fixed the losses of the 
Boston merchants as high as $500,000. What is 
the loss of the merchants of this city dome busi- 
ness with the firm is not fully known as yet, the 
present shipment being only an instance of the 
fraudulent work. The silk shipped to Europe 
by Vogel & Co. is not worth much more 
than $10 per bale. It was paid tor at 
the rate of nearly $300. The losses to the con- 
signees ot the concern thus far are reported to 
de about $500,000.

and America and Europe, often cutting under 
the market, but preserving strict integrity in 
their dealings until within a few months.

brought against them is the expedient they 
adopted last year. On one or two occasions they 
bought, in lamp, a vessel and cargo, and imme- 
diately offered to sell in New York the staple 
goods the vessel contained at cost and freight.”’ 
Such offers were, of course, quickly snapped up, 


and New York merchants awaited the result of 


their bargains. But, when the vessel arrived 
they were called upon to pay as 
“FREIGHT,” 

a sum almost large enough to buy the ship. and 
certainly sufficient to bring the cost of the 
goods up to the full market rates. More re- 
cently the firm adopted methods more rankly 
illegitimate. Dealings in thé Chinese trade are 
made by means of letters of credit. The im- 
porter obtains a letter of credit from some well- 
known banking-house, It is sent to Hong Kong 
and cashed by the local bankers, when accom- 
panied by the proper vouchers of shipment of 
the merchandise. 

THE SHIPPER THUS RECEIVES PAYMENT 
as soon as the goods are put on board the vessel. 
Late in 1881 a New York s refinery ordered 
by cable from Voge! Brothers a cargo of sugar, 
stating that a telegraphic letter of credit would 
be sent as sdon as instructions could reach its 
London bankers to that effect. Vogel Brothers 
immediately shipped a cargo of 

CHINESE SUGAR OF POOR QUALITY, 
it is stated, and a local banker paid them the price 
of the cable order with bills of lading. Ten days 
later the telegrapbic letter of credit was received 
from London, whereupon the Vogei Brothers 
shipped a second cargo, and successfilly 
negotiated the real letter of credit with another 
Hong Kong banker. Meatime the telegraphic 
order and bills of lading were sent to London for 
collection, and the bankers, knowing the cargo 
bad arrived, cashed it.

Tux decision of Judge Wylie in the Crim- 
inal Court at Washington, overruling the mo- 
tion to quash the indictments in the star- 
route cases, is a cheering indication that jus- 
tice is not quite so dead in the District of 
Columbia as it is in the State of Illinois, 
The motion to quash was argued, first, on 
the ground that the defendants had not been 
regularly beund over to answer to the Crim- 
inal Court by a Police Magistrate, as required 
by the old Maryland statutes; secondly, that 
the court did not have jurisdichon; and, 
third, that the conspiracy charged in the in- 
dietment had not been sufficiently defined. 
Judge Wylie overruled all these pleas. He 
held that the Maryland law of 1772 had dis- 
appeared from the District code along with 
all laws of the same class many years ago. 
The jurisdiction of the court was asserted and 
proved by a reading of the statutes. The 
suf- 
ficient precision to answer the ends of jus- 
tice. In plrsuance of this decision the 
Judge soon afterwards called the case of 
Stephen W. Dorsey, and, on his failure to 
appear, declared his bond forfeited and or- 
dered his arrest.

Tue bill ot exceptions which the Illinois 
attorneys for Guiteau have drawn up fairly 
Illustrates the range of their education and 
experience. Most of the exceptions taken 
are utterly frivolous; and those that are not 
soare unsound, Thirty-two exceptions are 


taken to the rulings of the Court during the 


progress of the trial and thirty-six excep- 
tions to the charge of the Judge to the jury. 
The total number of exceptions is therefore 
sixty-eight. If Judge Cox were justly liable 
to this number, or halt as many, he would be 
unfit to sit on the bench, and would be de- 
serving of impeachment. The Illinois attor- 
neys who are defending Guiteau know that 
their exceptions are disingenuous, untrue, 
and unsound in law. They are catching at 
straws. They hope to take the Judges of the 
court in bane off their guard, and to impose 
on their credulity or their ignorance of the 
law, or both. Guiteau had a trial whieh for 
its liberality and indulgence to the pris- 
oner is unparalleled in the history 
of our jurisprudence. It is a shame to 
our courts that so great a license should 
have been hecessary to prevent a possible 
new trial. But, the concessions bay Ing been 
made and the prisoner ound guilty in spite 
of them, it is a parody on justice to enter up 
sixty-eight exceptions to the rulings ot the 


| Court, which were mostly favorable to the 
| accused. The lilinois criminal lawyers do 


not seem yet to realize that they are not 

ing on their own ground. They 
have not the advautage of an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Lilinois. If they had, 
they might have a comforting assurance that 
the day for the exeeution ot their “ recon- 
plished and esteemed” client was yet far 
distant.

‘Lhe Bloomington Pentagraph a few days 
ago had thiscomment to make on the extraor- 
dinary conduct of the legislative pettifog- 
gers who are fighting criminal-law retorm: 
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SHIPHERD’S STORY. 

The Shipherd Peruvian sensation is dwin- 
dling down to verysmali and insignificant 
proportions. About the only person in- 
volved in itis Shipherd himself, and he is of 
no consequeuce. It is not easy to make out 
any connected story from the rambling evi- 
dence Shipherd has given before the Con- 
gressional committee, but as he started out 
to convict the late Gen. Hurlbut of corrup- 
tion and incidentally to smirch ex-Secretary 
Biaine, but at the same time to save himself 
from the penalties of an effort to bribe pub- 
lie officers, public interest will be centered 
mainly in his utter failure te establish the 
case, 

Shipherd’s seheme was to secure American 
intervention between Chill and Peru tp ob- 
tain recognition of a claim made by one 
Cochet to one-third interest in the guano de- 
posits based on the right of discovery and an 
old Peruvian law. He represented a com- 
pany which claimed succession to the Cochet 
claim through an illegitimateson. A French 
company known as the Crédit Industriel also 
set up a claim to the Peruvian gnanos and 
nitrates. It is not necessary to go into de- 
tails, but only to state that Shipherd hoped 
and endeavered to procure the active infiu- 
ence of the State Department and the Amer- 
ican Minister in favor of his Peruvian com- 
pany and against the FrenchcoMpany. Min- 
ister Morton in Paris seems to have used his 
influence in behalf of the French company, 
which had made a favorable contract with 
his New York banking firm for tlie saie of 
the guanos and nitrates in this country. 
There is no evidence, however, that either of 
these companies secured from the State De- 
partment or the American Minister in Peru 
any concession of aid or influence from the 
American Government. 

Shipherd asserted to the committee in the 
most emphatic terms, and both before and 
after Gen. Hurlbut's death, that he regarded 
the latter as “purchasabie.” That was a 
mere matter of opinion, not strengthened by 
any means because it was entertained bya 
man like Shipherd. The latter endeavored 
to make a distinctien between an effort on 
his part to get Hurlbut interested in his com- 
vany in order to prevent his being bribed by 
the rival company and a direct effort to bribe 
him to aid the Peruvian Company. It was a 
distinction without a difference. But. the 
exhibit of the correspondence shows that 
Shipherd made no headway with Hurlbut. 
From the very first, the latter insisted that 
Shipherd must proceed throngh the State 
Department, and that he (Hurlbut) could 
only act under instructions, Hurlbut’s let- 
ters show that he regarded the Peruvian 
claim as worthless; that he did not credit 
Shipherd’s representations as to the instrue- 
tions which were to be sent to him from the 
State Department; that he was determined 
to hear directly from the home Government 
before taking steps in the matter; and that 
he rejected and resented Shipherd’s proffer 
of an interest in the enterprise. The two 
following letters from Huribut,to Shipherd 
fully bear out this statement of the case:

When Shipherd was satisfied that he could 
not use Hurlbut without instructions from 
the State Department, and as he aid not dare, 
according to his own admission, to approach 
Secretary Blaine with any corrupt proposi- 
tion for fear of being shown the door, he 
changed his tactics and endeavored to per- 
suade Mr. Blaine that Hurlbut had improper 
relations with the Frencli Crédit Industriel 
Company. There is nothing in his entire 
testimony. hewever,. which furnishes any 
basis for such a suspicion, and Shipherd’s 
tactics warrant the inference that the theory 
was advanced for the purpose of harassing 
Gen. Hurlbut, and perhaps securing his re- 
moval in the hope that some person more 
tractable would be appointed Minister to 
Pera. 

It did not need Shipherd’s testimony to 
relieve ex-Secretary Blaine from suspicion 
of an improper connection witirthis spœula- 
tive scheme. The fact that Shipherd’s name 
was stricken off the list of attorneys author- 
ized to appear before the State Department 
by Blaine's order was always a suflicient 
answer to any imputation against the latter. 
But Shipherd himself has been compelled to 
admit that he was using Blaine’s name with- 
out the latter's authority.

FREEDOM OF THE ERIE CANAL. 

Fifteen years ago it was an established 
policy of the State of New York that the 
Erie Canal should be kept as a source of 
revenue; it was also a policy of both parties 
that the revenues of that canal should be em- 
ployed asa fund for the corruption of the 
polities of the State, For this latter purpose 
an army of officeholders was employed and 
paid out of the earnings, and the letting of 
contracts for repalrs on the canal was a 
bonanza in the patronage of the party in 
power. It was this demand for party patron- 
age which gave vigor to the policy of extort 


ing the greatest possible revenue from the | 


canal. A series of lateral canals were con- 
structed and a debt created, and then the 
policy of the State became to make the rey- 
enues of the Erie Canal pay this canal 
debt, and we believe the Constitution of the 
State was amended to have that effect. 

During the last ten years, however, this 
policy has broken down, and year after year 
and step by step the State has been progress- 
ing in the direction of acanal free of tolls. 
All tolls on west-bound freight have been 
long since repealed, and an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State is now pending 
toabelish-all tolls on east-bound freight. 
This will make the Erie Canala free high- 
way for all time to come. 

Gov. Seymour has recently written a 
letter strongly urging the adoption of this 
amendment, and pointing out, (1) that the 
wealth and prosperity of the country are 
best promoted by the increase of exports: 
that everything that facilitates and reduces 
the cost of transportation of productions to 
the place of e port is a great public benefac- 
tion; and (2) that the greatest of all regula- 
tors of the cost of transportation by rail is 
a free water-route. He points out that the 
most profitable railway in the United States 
and the one moving more merchandise than 
any other is one whose tracks run parallel 
with the canal, and whose trade is with cities 
built up by the traffic of the canal. The tolls 
now chargeableon the Erie Canal are those 
levied on east-bound freight, which freight 
is largely of food and of the raw material on 
its way to be manufactured. The State is 
now actually taxing the things most needed 
for the industrial masses of the people. Gov. 
Seymour, in advocating this amendment, 
says: 

Commerce is worth more to us than tolls. The 
quesdon is not nt is to give us the most rev- 
enues, but what will give us the most commerce. 
What will lead 40 largest exports? We have 
a strik proof of the truth of this proposition 
in the history of our canals. Before 1870 the 
tolls were many times greater than they now 
are; by great exertions and in spite of strong 
opposition they were cut down. No ope now 
wants these taxes made greater. This reduc- 
tion wis one of the maln causes of our rescue 
from the fuancial and business troubles of 1873 
and the following years. The policy of this 
State in reducing takes upon food. lumber, etc., 
was followed not only by the railroads, but aleo 
upon the lakes. The cost of carrying wheat or 
corn in 1861 from Ciego to Buffalo was more 
than Il cents on 2 wunds of the former and 
fifty-six pounds ou the last-named article. Last 
year che same weight was carried over the same 
route for a little more than three cents fur the 
wheat and less than three fur corn. The redue- 
tion made of its taxes by this Btate led to econ- 
omies iu every department conueeted with com- 
merce. The result was, when Europe wanted 
food in 1880 we were able, in consequence of this 
cheapenina of carriage on lakes, eanal, and 
river, and of terminal charges, to — og such 


quantities of grain to „ nce 
of trade was chauged in our favor 


He points out thut the question presented 
to the people of New York by the amend- 
ment abolishing all tolls and making the 
canal a free highway is that involved in the 
question of levying export duties. Every tax 
levied by the State on merchandise on its 
wax to market is, in effect, equal to a tax on 
exports, and the Government of the United 
States from the dato of framing its Constitu- 
tion has prohibited an export tax. He indi- 
cates how much the change of policy by the 
canal, in redueing rates of toil, has affected 
and controlled the rates of transportation of 
the country generally: He says: 


Althourh the abolition of taxes upon farm 
ucts, etc., would not make a great change 
n the revenues of the canal, We wust bear in 
mind that the policy of favoring exports will be 
followed not only by railroads, but in all quar- 
ters connected with the carrying ＋ 4 This 
was found to be true When we cut down the 
canal taxes in 1870 and in the following years. 
The iptivence of this policy was so great that the 
cost of carrying from Chicago to New York is | 
now less thay one-third what it was prior to 1870. | 
Ocean freights are now heavier than they should 
be or than they will be if our State shows a de- 
termination to favor the exports of produce. 
For a little time in 1880 the receipts of grain io 
New York were so great that they increased the 
ocean charges. But tuts was temporary. It 16 4 
law of trade Which always manifests itself, that 
transportation is cheapest from the ports which 
supply the largest amounts. We find upon our 
lakes that it is cheapef to have grain carried 
from Chicago to Buffalotvuan from many inter- 
mediate ports between that place and the west- 
erly termiuus of the canal. 


The abolition of ali tolls, and the making 
the Erie Canal a free highway from the lakes 
to the ocean, makes it a permanent and irre- 
pealable regulator of railroad charges. It 
furnishes a free highway from Chicago to 
the City of New York and to all in termediate 
points; a highway free to every man who 
will run a boat, and this with an aggregate 
of merchandise to be transported equal to 
the carrying capacity of the canal. This free 
highway cannot be disregarded by any cor- 
poration of railways. Itoffers a maximum 
of rates which the railways cannot everlvook, 
and which they cannot exceed. It is a prac- 
tieal illustration of the fact that free water 
lines of transportation furnish the country 
the most effectual of all possible regulators 
of the rates of transportation. With the Mis- 
sissippi River on the one hand and the lakes 
and the Erie Canal on the other free to the 
public, there is no serious danger that any 
all-rail combination cun, in the season of 
navigation, aguin practice between the Mis- 
souri River and the Atlantic the oppressions 
and extortions of the past.

MORE BRITISH ANNEXATION. 

The latest acquisition of territory to the 
British Empire is North Borneo, the largest, 
richest, and most fertile island in the world, 
next to Australia, and fying under the Equa- 
tor just north of its huge neighbor. The 
island politically is divided into Borneo 
proper, the north portion, which is the ter- 
ritory of the Sultan of Seoleo, and the Dutch 
territory, which forms the western and the 
southeastern divisions. It is the territory of 
the Sultan of Sooloo which has been thus 
ruthlesly and unceremoniously appropriated 
by the English Government. The pretext for 
its seizure was the announcement to the 
Government by the English Commercial 
Company, which has obtained certain rights 
there, that the Spaniards were preparing to 
take it. Upon this the Government granted 
a royal charter to the company, whereby it 
can levy taxes, coin money, raise forces, and 
exercise powers of life and death—which is 
equivalent to its annexation, and is buta 
repetition of the manner in which India 
passed into English hands through the Kast 
India Company, 

The history of the occupation of Borneo is 
not without interest. The Portuguése and 
Spaniards were the first who established 
commercial relations there, in the sixteenth 
century. Early in the seventeenth the Dutch 
and English gained a footing. In 1608, the 
latter had an important settlement, but they 
were expelled through the influence of the 
Dutch, who secured a monopoly of the trade 
along the west and south coasts. The Fe- 
glish then turned their attention to the north- 
ern portion of the island, and in 1756 sue- 
ceeded in establishing a military post, which, 
however, was broken up in 1775, and by the 
end of the century English influence in 
Borneo was completely at an end, In 1809 
the Dutch went through similar experiences. 
In 1811 ope of the Bornese Sultans asked for 
the help of the English to put down piracy: 
A treaty was made with him, and a consider- 
able sfrip of territory was obtained, which 
gave the English another footing. The Dutch 
possessions were restored in 1818, and rapidly 
they gained possession of a large part of the 
island. In 1841 Sir James Brooke obtained 
from the Sultan the highest authority in 
North Borneo, and also an agreement that 
no territory should. be ceded withont the 
consent of the British Government, which 
put au end to the intentions of the Dutch to 
acquire the whole island. Since that time the 
Borneo Company has held commercial! pos- 
session of North Borneo, and now, upon the 
pretext of datiger from Spain, a royal char- 
ter has been granted to the company, which 
is tantamount to annexation. 

The portion of the island which nuw passes 
under English influences comprises 90,000 
square miles of the richest country on earth. 
It is abundantly supplied with rivers and 
streams, and, though year the Equator, its 
climate is delightful. Its min wealth in- 
cludes diamonds, gold, platin quicksilver, 
copper, iron, tin, antimony, petroleum, sul 
phur, salt, marble, and coal. Antimony is 
inexhaustible, and coal is found everywhere. 
Sixty kinds of timber, among them the fa- 
mous ironwood, are found, Palms of all 


Kinds, among them the cocoanut and sago, 


guttapercha, camphor, cinnamon, cloves, 
and nutmegs flourish, and yams, potatoes, 
melons, cucumbers, pineapples, bananas, 
sugar-cahe, pepper, cotton, and tobaceo are 
cultivated with great suecess. It will be 
seen from this brief showing that the island 
is an earthly paradise, for to all these useful 
articles are added plants, birds, and animals 
of the most gorgeous description. It is little 
wonder that a Government engaged in 
grabbing things should promptly seize the 
first opportunity to grab such a rich treas- 
ure, 

However much we may be inclined to carp 
at the foreign acquisition policy.of the 
British Government, a more philosophical 
view of the situation will convince us that 
the annexation of North Borneo, and ulti- 
mately of all Borneo, and of every other 
island in the Indian Archipelago, is their 
manifest destiny and is in consonance with 
the spirit of modern progress and civiliza- 
tion. It is inevitable that the Saxon and 
Teutonic races are to be the masters of the 
best portions of the world. No race can com- 
pete with them, unless it be the Slav, and 
Slavie destiny points to Asia as the direction 
of its progress. English methods of appro- 
priation may not always be excusable, and 
we may sneer at English jingoism, but En- 
glish civilization, and English commerce, 
and English Christianity are powerful 
factors’ in the growth of any scoun- 
try where they are planted, and that 
country 1s ultimately the better off for them. 
As soon as Australia is fully settled by. Sax- 
ons and Teutons the overflow must reach the 
islands north of it. It is as inevitable as 
fate. The islands of the Indian Sea and the 
Pacific, with the exception of the Sandwich 
Islands, which this country will not allow to 
pass into any other hands than its own, are 
bound to be English, as well as the most of 
Africa, The Italians and ards will go 
to South America, and France has no am- 
bitions beyond Northern Africa. We may 
shout jingoism the Gladstone Govern- 
ment as it was shouted at the Beaconsfield 
Government, but the great. Saxon-Teutonic 
march is not political: it is the march of 


destiny.

Mr. William A. Hulbert, President both of the 
National League and of the Chicago Base-Ball 
Club, died suddenly of beart-diseuse at 5 o'clock 
last evening at his residence, No. 1334 Fortieth 
street. Mr. Hulbert’s iliness began during the 
latter part of October, 1881, and since that time 
he has been confined to the house. About 4 
mooth ago his condion was thought to be ex- 
tremely critical, and his death was daily expect- 
ed, but within the past three weeks he had ral- 
lied, and so marked was the improvement that 
be had purposed going to the ball-grounds last 
Saturday, and was only deterred by the inclem- 
ency of the weather. During Sunday, and m- 
deed up to within a few minutes of his death 
yesterday, he was feeling unusually well, but 
the dread attack returned with renewed force, 
and he died almost instantly.

Hiow Mrs. Burch Finally Circum- 
vented Toledo Williams and Got Mer 
Money. 

Readers of Tus Trreune interested in life-in- 
surance willremember the case of Mrs. Burch, 
of Webberville, Mich., noticed in these columns 
afew weeks agg. Her husband, unknown to 
her, bad given his policy and $5 “initiation” 
money to E. D. Williams, of Toledo, last June.

Ia 
the following November Mr. Buren died, and 
the company, having received proofs of death, 
seat a check to its Detroit agent for the amount 
due.

THE MATTOX CASE. 


The Whole Family Insist that the 
Girl Herself Cut Mer Throat. 

Yesterday morning Joe Mattox, the young 
man who was arrested Sunday night on the charge 
of making a deadly assault upon his l4- year-old 
sister, whose throat be badly cut last Friday 
night near her home on Thirty-fifth street, was 
arraignéd before Justice Wallace yesterday 
morning. The wounded girl, though p 
nounced entirely out of danger, was not able 
appear, and the prosecution secured a continu- 
ance to April 20, the defendant being held in 
bonds of $1,000.

He and bis wife, who was with 
him, stoutiy asserted that their daughter bad 
cut her own throat. They tell the following 
story in the premises: 

Friday night the girl was sent by der father 
for a } myo of tobacco, being too long ab- 
sent Joe was sent to ock for ber. When she 
saw Joe she showed her displeasure at being 
hunted for by calling him “ biind-eye,” refer- 
ring to a defect in one of his eyes, a t which 
he is very sensitive. Whereupon the young man 
siapped ber in the face, making her nose bieed. 
She went to her mother for consolation, but got 
only a scolding. This threw her into a worse 

ssion than ever, and grabbing up a small beu- 

nife with which Mr. Mallox bad just been trim- 
ming his corns abe drew it across ber throat. She 
was up and about the house yesterday feeling 
almost as well as usual. 

Evidently the police will have hard work to 
make outacase against the prisoner, as the 
whole family deny that he did the cutting.

The Report of the American Consul at Cork on

New York, April 8.— Tu the Editor of the Sun 
—Sin: Lam personally acquainted with four 
American suspects now. or receatiy,in British 
jails in Iroland— Boyton, O’Mahoney, Walsh, and 
McSweeney. I visited Mr. Boyton three or four 
times in Kilmainbam Jail, and I knew bim be- 
fore he was incarcerated there. I had one inter- 
view with Mr. Waishin Kiimaionam. I made a 
journey from Dublin to Dundalk expressiy to 
see Mr, McSweeney, who is in jail there. Be- 
fore I saw him at Dundalk I had spent two or 
three days with bis family at his home in Done- 
gal, and for more than two weeks | investigated 
the condition of the peasantry in that neighbor- 
hood. I met Mr, O’Mabooey at his home in Bal- 
lydehob, in the County Cork, and he rode with 
me some thirty or forty miles in that part of the 
island. It is believed in Skibbereen that Mr. 
0’ Mahoney is in jail today beoause he gave me 
the extraordinary letters of Mr. Lowell which [ 
first published in this country: He bad been 
unconditionally released from his imprisonment 
under the “law of the suspect,“ but he was 
immediately rearrested as soon as my letters 
assailing Mr. Lowell and pubiishing his corre- 
spondence reached Ireiand.

The tug Bismarck, bound down the lake from 
Chicago with two barges in tow, came inside and 
left ber tow at auchor in the bay.
